(Three Stars), in allusion to the stars 
os sbesijonlder strap of a general's uni- 
form, and the cue suggests the name by 
whirh she Chinese are known lo them— 
fe ca-kaB-yan-han-gka (scalp lock. ) 


Tins same quality of poetic descrip- 


tivpi:ess is seen la meat of their local 
aud then river names. Modern explorers 
and esegraplwrs often apply personal 
naiOTs to natural obifcts, and thus we 
have Moon t Hood, Pike's peak, the Mac- 
kenzie river* Hudson bay and many 
others. The Indiana never did this, 
though sometimes they gave their tribal 
names to rivers near whir^ they lived. 
The Hudson nver was known to the In- 
dians of Sew York as Mohicanhtuck, 
the river of the Mohicans, and the na- 
tive name cf the Delaware was Lena- 
iwwibiwnek, tie river of the JUenape, 
fit Deiawarea 


The Assitibcin Indians of Canada 


hare 3t>ft their name to a province, a 
fiver and a town. 
The word means 


"atone people, " and is of no significance 
until we learn that this tribe, unlike 
«in» ether lauiaus, <2adc no clay pot- 
tery, bat boiled their food by placing 
redhot stones in waterproof vessels of 
bark. Ciuppeway, pointed dons, is a 
nama that refers to the peculiar way in 
which these Indiana wore their akin 
re/bee, the points hanging down behind 
and before. Eskimo is an Algonkin 
word meaning eaters of raw flesh. Za- 
ni, the people of the long nails, alludes 
to the fact that the medicine men of 
this pvebto always wore their nails 
long. 


A Sooth Carolina river, which now 


bean the prosaic name of Broad, was 
known to the Indiana a* Eswawpudde- 
nah, the dividing river, after a bloody 
battle which made this stream the di 
vktt&g line between toe Oata-wbas and 
the Obeickees. The name Piseataway 
baa much the •ante meaning. Devil's 
lake, in North Dakota, is etiU known 
to the Indians as Minnewankam, the 
mysterious water. They say that in a 
terrible battle fought on its banks many 
years ago tfco contending warriors, as 
they slew each other, pitched the dead 
over the precipice into tbo deep water 
aatil very few were left Since then

HOW BOOKS ARE BOUND. 


A Mu*J» awl Clear DaMriaUa* •* T%1« 


luts been practiced 


for criu rrieti. Many yeans previous 
to the invention uf printing tbe 
leaves uf missal:- and other nutnu- 
scriptti were preserved by being 
fastened together and inclosed in 
coven of wood, sheepskin, etc. 
Often the covers were richly orna- 
mented with gold, silver and jewels. 
Some of these volumes are still to 
be teen in the museums and monas- 
teries of the old world. 


There are two mam divisions in 


modern bookbinding — "fcrwaid- 
ing" and "finishing"—and in each 
of these departments there are va- 
rious snbdmeions. Forwarding com- 
prises what is really neceet-ary for 
the preservation of books; finishing 
is simply embellishing them. 


Tbe first operation in bookbinding 


is to fold the sheets by means of a • 
thin piece of ivory called a folder. [ 
Machinery has been used with much 
success in folding. Tbe object is to' 
bring the pages together in regular | 
order. 


After being folded the sheets are! 


gathered and collated according to ' 
tbe numbers, 1, 2, 3, etc., that are 
placed at tbe foot of tbe outside 
page of the folded sections. These 
numbers are called signatures. The 
book is then made solid by being 
placed in a hydraulic press or under 
eome other pressure such as tbe na-' 
ture and the size of tbe book may 
require. 


The next process is to saw inden- 


tations in tho back of the book pre- 
paratory to sewing. This is accom- 
plished by passing the back of the 
book or sheets over rapidly revolv- 
ing circular saws. The book is then ' 
sewed on a frame called a sewing 
bench, each sheet being attached by 
a thread to cords across the back. 


When removed from the sewing 


bench, the book receives its "waste 
papers," or blank leavea Then it 
is trimmed by being cut on the 
edges with a knife apparatus. The 
edges are either left white or are 
colored by being sprinkled with col- 
or thrown on with a brush, "liar- 
bled" edges are made by dipping 
the edges of the leaves in colors 
that float on the surface of gum wa- 
ter. 


The "comb edge" is made by 


drawing a comb through the colors 
on the surface of the gum water be- 
fore the book is dipped. If the book 
is to have a gilt edge, it is placed in 
a press and a coating of red color 
applied. The edges are then sized 
with white of egg, gold leaf ia laid 
over the sizing, and after it has 
dried thoroughly the gold leaf is 
burnished with agate or bloodstone. 


A coating of glue is then applied 


to the back of the book, after which 
it is backed by means of a machine 
that gives roundness to the back 
and prepares it for the cover. The 
cover is made by boards, cut larger 
than the leaves of the book, over 
which the outside material, such as 
cloth, leather, etc., is fastened, with 
glue, space enough being left be- 
tween the two boards to fit the back 
of the book. 


After the cover baa dried the em- 


bellishment is done by stamping the 
desired letters or design in gold, 
black or colors. The cover being 
thus finished, the back of the book 
is fitted into it and glued, tbe blank 
pages are pasted to the inside of tbe 
cover, and the book iss placed in a 
press to remain until dry, from 
which it comes ready for the pub- 
lic.—Philadelphia Times. 


Locomotive Baildina> 


It is a popular belief that certain 


shops can build a locomotive in 24 
working hours. According to Loco- 
motive Engineering, however, while 
it is possible to assemble the parts 
of a locomotive in less time than 
this, to build an engine from specifi- 
cations requires much longer. The 
record in this matter is probably 
held by the Baldwin works, which 
on their first great Russian order 
turned out engines witbin foui 
weeks after the order was given, 
when European builders, according 
to this journal, wanted twice ns 
many months. 


It takes four y-.Kcrn makers from 


6 to 8 weeks to make tho complete 
set of patterns for a mogul engine. 
Two men will be 10 or 13 days mak- 
ing the pattern for a cylinder and 
half saddle and all tore boxes, eo 
that locomotive builders are very 
expeditious when they have an en- 
gine ready six weeks after tho speci- 
fications have been received, espe- 
cially with the diverse forms and 
special patterns now in vogue.

an art of grt>at antiquity, having been 
practical Ijy tho Babylonians, tie Egyp- 
tians, the H< brows and the Greeks. 
Afterward it sank into decadence, but 
in the fifteenth oemnry was revived lu 
Italy It is an art that calls for great

To camera the term "minute sculp-

Among the poor this 
is an urn shaped affair of pottery with 
a hollow base, where a tiny charcoal 
fire may be iept alive by constant fan- 
ning, the whole being not much larger 
than a common flowerpot.

homes of the upper classes the braserc 
is built in of brick, mortar and piles, 
its surface as high as an American 
cook stove, with boles a foot square, un- 
der each of which a charcoal fire is kept 
burning 
Some of these stores bave 2c 


or 80 ovens, and ti,e operatiou of cook- 
ing is EO laborious that tho cook haa £ 
relay of assistants to prepare the vege 
tables, wash the dishes and attend the 
fires.—Chicago Journal.

It u all very well from the political 


point of view in Washington, 5,000 
miles away, to scout at tbe Japaner-9 
question as a scheme to accomplish an- 
nexation. The scheme is not in Hawaii 
to accomplish annexation, bnt in Japan 
to prevent annexation. 


It ia not tbe question of annexation 


pure and simple, bnt back of all the 
diplomacy and sifted to the bottom it is 
tbe question of Anglo-Sasou or Asiatic 
sovereignty for the Hawaiian Islands, 
and this will be plain enough to the 
•enate of the United States when it 
deals with the treaty of annexation next 
December. 


Tbe war with China developed the 


aggressive nature of Japan, bnt the in- 
action and apparent indifference of the 
United States made tbe Japanese ag- 
gressive in Hawaii If the Japanese 
question precipitates a crisis in Hawaii, 
the government of the United States 
•will have much to answer for.

FREIGHT BY TROLLEY. 


Farm Prodace Slaw Taken to Market oa 


Btoetrie Cars. 


Many country districts are already 


beginning to derive inestimable advan- 
tage from the fact that their farm prod- 
uce is taken to market on the trolley 
lines by special freight service, but the 
largest development of this idea yet 
made is promised in Chicago. If a com- 
bination of the various elevated lines 
now in progress should be effected, the 
consolidated company will have over 
£00 miles of electric lines, most of it 
passing through a comparatively sparse- 
ly settled country containing numerous 
factories and shops and thousands of 
farms and market gardens. 


Such conditions involve the possibili- 


ties of an immense freight schema It 
is proposed to build suitable terminals, 
with elevators and storage warehouses 
and operate the roads at nigfat mainly 
for the freight traffic. Not only agri 
cultural produce, but all kinds of ligh 
freight and express matter will be car 
tied. Such an expensive scheme, wliil 
conferring an immense benefit on th 
farmers and gardeners and opening u 
new lines of freight supply, would du 
plicate on a large scale the experience 
in other states, where tbe steam rail 
road lines, which formerly monopolize 
what business there was, have been

From the Japanese point of view, the 
settlement of the immigration question, 
aven to the advantage of Japan, would 
ia no manner dispose of the protest 
against Annexation, This is the position 
taken by the minister of Japan. Mr. 
Hhimamnra, though he expresses him- 
self most guardedly on the subject be- 
<HM»>of instructions from his govern- 
ment 


Bat tbe immigration question is far 


from settlement. On the contrary, it ia 


complicated than ever, and not a 


bit simplified by Japan's agreement to 
arbitrate, as proposed by Hawaii 


The Japanese say the settlement cf 


the immigration dispute would remove 
suspicions as to designs on the islands, 
but it would not change Japan's atti- 
tude toward annexation. They say Eng- 
land is opposed to annexation, and there 
are many reasons why England and Ja- 
pan would sympathize on thist nestion. 


In the first place, the friendly rela- 


tions between the two nations were nev- 
er so apparent and were made stronger 
by the emperor of Japan sending bis 
nephew, Prince Arisugawa, to the jubi- 
lee, accompanied by Che distinguished 
Marquis Ito, and their cordial reception 
by the Marquis of Salisbury' 


In substantial favors England has 


enabled Japan to import foreign capital 
by purchasing Japan's bonds; on the 
retrocesaioB of Liaotung peninsula Eng- 
land observed a friendly neutrality; in 
the matter of the sinking of the Chinese 
•hip Kowsbing England took an impar- 
tial and favorable coarse to Japan; Eng- 
land has declared against Russian ag- 
gression in Korea. 


On the other band, Japan has shown 


her great friendship and admiration for 
England in many-ways—fully appre- 
ciating England's invariable neutrality 
ia her fa«sr—and & special preference 
to England in orders for warships. 


Japan is disposed to take England for 


her model Prom the nature of her 
geography cud position Japan's policy 
is to maintain inflation. She anauxes 
Englaad'a "splendid isolation," bnt at 
"tbe supreme moment England can defy 
tbe combined fleets of the continent." 


Japan ia building up a great navy, and 


gome time, like England, she, too, maj 
defy the combined fleets not only of 
the continent, but of tho world, includ- 
ing tbe United States. At auy rate the 
island empire ha* made » good start in 
gunboats, and in tbe harbor of Hono- 
lulu tr* Japanese crciner Nan inn beats 
the American man-of-war "all hollow. " 
Every Japanese on the islands knows it, 
and every man on tho Philadelphia ad- 
mit* it with a. feeling of rogret that an 
American can understand.

New War VmeU Will Be 


Enormous Proportion*. 


According to the latest reports of the 


British admiralty, "the nine battle- 
ships ol the Majestic type are the largest 
war vessels afloat, with the exception 
of the Italia and Lepanto. The follow- 
ing are the characteristics of the colos- 
sal ships, drawn from, a parliamentary 
paper: 


The length is 890 feet, the extreme 


beam 78 feet, the mean draft 28 feet 
and the displacement 1 4, 900 tons. With 
natural draft on the eight hours' con 
tractor's trial a mean speed of 16 
knots is anticipated; with moderate 
farced draft a maxi-mum speed of 1 
to 17% knots will be obtained. The 
armament will include four 13 inch 
breechloading guns of new type mount- 
ed in pairs, twelve 6 inch quick firing; 
sixteen 18 pounders, new type, and 
twelve S^pounders. There will also be 
five torpedo discharges for 18 inch tor- 
pedoes, four of these beingsdbmerged.

Pioneer of Bath Township, Died at 


His Old Homestead Yesterday.

Jacob Bresler, who, eo far as is 


known, was the oldest resident and 
one of the oldest pioneers of Allen 
county, died yesterday at his home, 
the Bresler homestead, four miles 
east of this city, where he had made 
his home for 65 yean. The deceased 
was a prosperous farmer, well known 
throughout the county, and died at 
the ago of 93 years, 2 months and 20 
days 


Jacob Bresler was born in Center 


county, Pa , July 1, 1804, and when 
funr years of age removed with his 
parents to Pairfleld county, Ohio. 
When about 23 years of age, or about 
the year 1827, he married Miss M»rv 
Hardesty, of Fatrfleld county, and 
the seven sons and two daughters 
that were born to them survive them 
In May, 1832, Mr Bresler removed to 
tbis county acd settled on a farm 
four miles east of tbis city, where he 
"pent the remainder of bis life, more 
tban «s years, and there his death 
oc-urred yesterday 


Mrs. Bresler died In May, 18»6, and 


tbe nice children are now the survl 
vors of tbe family. The latter are : 
George Bresler, of Van Wert; Andrew 
•i bresier, Van Wen; Mrs. Sarah 
Ellen May, Van Wert; Henry Bresler. 
who resides at the old homestead, 
east of Lima; W. M. Bresler, of 1008 
east High street, this city; Mrs.
